These requests bave been 
complied with by. tho Couneil, The Cam- 
mittee appointed to report with reference to” 
the Fire Brigade might perhaps do worse 
than take a trip to-Hongkong to examine 
ou the spot the organisation and equipment 
of our'local Fire Brigade. There wasa time 
in this colony when fires wera alarmingly 
frequent and very destructive in their ef: 
fects. All that has’ been altered and there 
are now probably few: places which in pro- 
portion to their size possess better applinnces 
and organisation for the prevention and ox- 
tinction of fires than.

advisable that the work of oxtinguishing 
firea should be confided to ‘x thoroughly 
disciplined, organised, and, adequately paid 
brigade. Iu the first three weoks of the 
‘present year. no tess than thirteen fires oc- 
curred at Shanghai resulting taan estimated 
loss of Tle. 120,000, The annual cost of the 
Hongkeng Fire Brigade'is about $30,000, 
an-expeniiture which ‘cavnot but. bo te- 
garded as a. sound investnierit. -[b yas not 
on the question of efficieney that the Hong:
